Better Seed - Better Yield 


HIS is the time of the year when farmers will 

be giving much: thought to the coming sea- 
son’s crops, and the one tppermost in their 
will ‘be the securing of, their seed. If Western 
Canada is to maintain the reputation already 
gained for it in world wheat markcts, it becomes 
increasingly necessary to give greater attention 
tion to the kind of seed sown, It cannot be denied 
that other wheat growing countries have been 
making a steady inroad on the fumous quality of 
Canadian wheat, and the Argentine, for one, has 
been steadily raising the quality of its wheat ex- 
ports, which means that Canada must redouble its 
efforts to maintain its world-wide reputation for 
this product. 

‘rhe governments of the Western Provinces, 
together with grain companies, have been doing 
their best, with an educational campaign, to en- 
courage the farmers to use registered and certi- 
fied seed of the best quality, so that a higher 
grade of crop can be realized. The same amount 
of work is entailed in preparing the land, harvest- 
ing, threshing and hauling a poor grade crop as 
a crop of high grade. Which is the more profit- 
able to the farmer is obvious. Registered seed, 
like pedigreed stock, produces the best price when 
it reaches the market. The farmer himself is the 
best judge to decide the variety of wheat his land 
is best suited for, but the quality of seed he uses 
will be the determining factor in the final dollar 
and cents return, 


Time For Action Has Arrived 


+ question of Japanese penetration of in- 
dustry on our Pacific Coast bas once again 
become front page news as Premier Pattullo of 
British Columbia demands abrogation of the pact 
allowing 150 Japanese to enter Canada vearly. 
Illegal entry of Japanese into British Columbia, 
long rumored but never proved, is to be checked. 
Restrictions on the issuance of fishing Jicenses to 
Japanese would be placed by Premier Pattullo, 
who demands of the Dominion Government a 
thorough house cleaning of this problem on Can- 
ada’s west coast. 

We in Alberta are probably all too prone to 
consider this matter lightly, but it is inevitable 
that what is British Columbia's predicament today 
will be Alberta’s predicament tomorrow, as Jap- 
anese flock inland to the prairies in search of 
“greener fields.” 

This Japanese problem is not confined to 
Canada. Australia, United States and the west- 
ern countries of South America are fighting daily 
this peaceful penetration of their respective in- 
dustries, Steps have been taken in these lands 
to combat this menace—but Canadians have been 
singularly passive regarding this threat. 

The evil is more apparent when we see thou- 
sands of Canadians iu British Columbia on relief 
roles because of the price-cutting. insiduous worm- 
ing-in of the Japs in the major industries of the 
province. With a standard of living far below 
that of the ordinary white man, the Japs in B.C. 
ure throttling industries just as Japan as a coun- 
try is threatening world trade. 

Premier Pattullo has said, in effect, that the 
rising sun of Japan in Canada must set—his is 
a worthy crusade, and worthy of what support 
Canadians may render it. 


Among the many bad, indifferent and rub: 


bishy films that are: produced for our edification, 


once in a while there is nade a film that is so 
outstanding that it leaves one with a sense of 
amazement. Such a film has just been released, 
and is called “Gold Y Where You Find It.” Based 
on the second gold rush in California in the 
¢ighteen-seventies, it is filled with sane thoughts, 
and it is impossible to come away from such a 
film without having had one’s soul stirred by the 
realization of the futility of the ceaseless search 
for gold. At the beginning.of the film we are 
shown the beautiful, fertile land of California in 
1877—glowing golden with the: wheat grown by 
ihe honest, hard-working farmers who had tilled 
the land, and made it arable; we are also shown 
the great ranches, flourishing in that period, and 
the beginning of fruit farming. 

We are shown small flashes of the pre- 
vious panning of gold in the first gold rush, by 
hand; then we see the new method, just invented, 
of wresting gold’ from: the land by mechanical 
erosion through hydraulic power. We see the 
ghastly wrecking of God’s good earth through 
man’s insensate lust for gold. The country is 
laid waste before the fury of the jets of water 
hurled on it; great trees undermined by the water 
washing their very roots from the soil. Need- 
less to say, wells became contaminated in time, 
temporary dams and levees were built by the far- 
mers to protect their property. The film then 
takes us to San Francisco to see how this wealth 
was being used. Beautiful women were. spend- 
ing it.on clothes and many foolish indulgences; 
one canot blame them, for men ‘were pouring 
wealth. into their laps, and spending vast sums 
themselves in the saloons and gatnbling dens of 
the city. 

The owners of the mine, however, were not 
fully satisfied with the output of their property, 
but wanted more money--more money for their 
pleasure. And so the waste went on, redoubled, 
twenty-four hours a day. The man-made rivers 
overflowed; the ficids of golden grain were 
flooded, and the farmers were desperate. ‘They 
sought an injunction to prevent the mine owners 
destroying their property. Before it was granted, 
blood was shed, liomes were wrecked, women and 
children drowned, in sight of their helpless hus- 
bands, when their houses collapsed on them, The 
injunction was granted, but the miners were 
armed by the owners and shot anyone who tried 
to serve the necessary legal documents. Many 
precious lives were lost before the whole disas- 
trous business was stopped by the former mana- 
ger dynamiting the dam that. supplied the water 
power. 

_At the, second court action, where the. in- 
junction was upheld, the judge made this striking 
statement: “No one is justified in destroying one 
man’s Nving to gain his own ends,” “His own 
ends,” and for what” Why destroy large acreages 
of grain’ which would feed many souls, to gain 
gold for a few, who spent it. in “riotous living,” 
putting the surplus which they could not possibly 
spend into bank vauits, where it did no one any 
good? Human beings certainly are foolish; they 
grub for gold; and get it out of the earth by the 
sweat of someone’s brow, then hurry with it and 
put it back in the earth in the vaults of their 
respective banks. There are inany lessons to learn 
in this film, Seeing it once, I could not grasp it 
all. I did feel, however, that it was trying to 
depict the futility and wrongess of striving after 
great wealth to the detriment of others. Califor- 
nia enjoyed, and does enjoy, excepiional blessings, 
but the vandals were not satisfied— they destroyed 
the land and laid it waste to gain the guld of 
their desire. It is quite a thouylt, this—-why 
should a few prosper at the expense of the 
majority? Why should one person receive a re- 
turn of many hundreds per cent, and another 
work for fifty cents a day? Why, if we want to 
come back to the Jand, should anyone even be 
allowed to own lund? The world was created 
for human beings impartially. Gold is where you 
find it—the accumulation of, great wealth gotten 
by sharp practices is apt to turn out “fools’ gold.” 

‘Those who have gained a good living, through 
decency and work, and without having injured 
unyone in the process, are surely the owners of 
greut wealth, more vast and lasting than mere 
gold. The exploitation of any individuui is apt 
to react on somebody else. After all, why is goid 


valuable?) Only through man having maide it a’ 


medium of exchange, and thereby having given 
it a fictitions worth. The real wealth of u na- 
tion is its ability to produce and supply the necds 
of its peuple, and having done so, be in a posi- 
tion of having a surplus with which to trade for 
things not pussible to produce within its own 
confines. Gold does not enter into this, except 
imsofar as man has put this fictitious value on 
these pieces of yellow wetal taken out of the 
earth, Anything, if agreed upon, could be made 
u medium of exchange. But as long as we accept 
gold as our medium, so long will man fight and 
sweat for it, and be blind to the gold which lies 
around tu their very hands. The happy home, 
with a sufficiency tu suppy the needs thereof, 
should be gold enough for us, and ut is with this 
in mind that I believe this film was made, to 
hammer into us that “Gold is where you find it.”

Three Bile Thrown Out 


The three bills upon which the 
Lieutenant-Governor reserved his 
assent after they were passed by 
the Legislature last October were 
all declared ultra vires by the 
Supreme Court last Friday, and 
now are expected to be referred 
to the Privy Council at London 
for final judgment, with the Do- 
minion Government again taking 
the initiative in having them 
tested. - The. three were; 
Credit Regulation Bill, by which’ 
the province sought to get con- 
trol of the policy of chartered 
banks operating in Alberta by 
appointing “directorates” to gov- 
ern every branch; the Bank Taxa- 
tion bill, by which the Govern- 
ment attempted to get $2,000,000 
a vear out of the banks in addi- 
tion to the $220,000 which they 
alreaty pay the provincial Gov- 
ernment in taxes; and the press 
bill, by which the Government 
sought to force Alberta daily and 
weekly newspapers to publish 
the “news and _ information” 
handed out by the Government 
propaganda bureau, with protec- 
tion from court proceedings by 
anyone libelled in those state- 


. Ments, and to bar from news- 


* paper columns any writer which 
an Social Credit board did not 
ike. 


: As well as other reasons given 
in each case for declaring the 
bills unconstitutional, the court 
said that all of them were illegal 
anyway because they were based 
upon the Social Credit act, which 
itself was invalid, and which 
presumed to do things which 
were outside the province’s jur- 
isdiction. 

Those decisions at Ottawa, 
added to previous. court judg- 
ments in Edmonton, meant that 
13 of the acts passed by the Al- 
berta Legislature in the past two 
years have been scrapped by the 
courts, 

Asks for Resignation 

; Conservative Leader Duggan 
in the Legislature last week, 
called upon the Government to 
resign, declaring that any other 
government in the British Em- 
pire would certainly resign when 
the legislation upon which it pre- 
tended to base its hope of fulfiil- 
ing. its election pledges was 
scrapped. But the Government 
said nothing. 

Among other developments last 
week were the moratorium bill, 
which extends the past year’s 
moratorium for another year, but 
by statute instead of by cabinet 
order as before; and the resolu- 
tion by which the members of 
the House — rather, the Social 
Credit majority.—voted to pay 
themselves $2,000 each per ses- 
sion instead of $1,800 as hereto- 
fore, adopting that resolution as 
an amendment to one introduced 
by non-caucus Social Credit-ers 
Maclellan and Blue, and support- 
ed by the opposition, to cut ses- 
sional indemnities and cabinet 
salaries by 25 per cent in order 
to help meet the province’s finan- 
cial shortage. 

Also new’ was a wage tax by 
which everyone in the province 
who is paid wages or salary is 
to have one per cent deducted 
from each pay envelope during 
the year by the employer, who 
is then to send the money to the 
supterintendent of income tax at 
Edmonton. That wage-tax is to 
be applied against the income 


tax of the wage-earner, and if 
he is not liable to income tax, it 
is up to hin to ask for a refund 
of the money at the end of the 
year. 
Money Without Interest 
There are more than 90,000 


wage-earners in Alberta now, but 
only a few more than 20,000 are 
liable to income tax. Thus 70,000 
persons who are not liable to in- 
come tax will be paying the 
wage-tax all year, giving the Pro- 
vincial Government the use of 
that money without any interest, 
and then will be faced with the 
necessity of proving their rights 
to a refund. Not only cash pay- 
ments are regarded as’ wages, 
because board and other allow- 
ances are specifically included. It 
is believed that many farm em- 
ployces whose cash wayes plus 
board can be considered to be 
worth more than $60 a month— 
the minimum under the wage tax 
bili—those farm employees will 
be liable to the tax. It is to come 
into force January 1 of next year, 
according to the bill,

of courage and 
midst of the ruins of Spanish cit- 
ies is given in a report received 
recently by the American Friends 
Service Committee headquarters 
here from two of their workers 
in Spain, Earl Sinith and Dan 
West, who had just completed 
an inspection trip through Bur- 
#08, Bilbao, Asturias, Leon, Pa- 
lencia and othér intermediate 
points. 

Describing Oviedo, in the Can- 
tabrian mountains, northwestern 
Spain, where their own principal 
relief work was .being carried 
on, they wrote: 

“The town was reminiscent of 
the Rheims of 1919, Most of the 
buildings and houses are unin- 
habited. and wninhabitable at 
present. Only three houses in 
the whole city are reported as 
quite undamaged. Yet many thou- 
sands of people are living there, 
and every day returning refugees 
add to their number. 

Some Share; Basments 

“Where do they live? In the 
one or two or three rooms left 
intact in their former home or 
that of a neighbor or relative. 
Possibly, sharing)in the basement 
or first story of their apartment 
house with the rést of the occu- 
pants of a five-storey building. 
Anywhere a temporary make- 
shift can be made. We under- 
stand that some sre still being 
harbored in the basements that 
formerly served the public as 
refuges from air and artillery at- 
tacks. A. lieutenant-colonel of 
the Civil Guard took us over the 
city, pointing out the Jestruction 
and some of the outstanding facts 
in the defence of the city. 

“We are particwarly inlerested 
in children. We found Oviedo 
children scattered in teniporary 
and permanent orphanages for 
about 70 miles around. Others 
still huddle amid the ruins. One 
of our experiences that most 
tugged at our heart strings was 
that of giving out 40 blankets to 
652 children. Several of the 
little ones who did not get blan- 
kets walked up to them and felt 
them; one child patted the blan- 
kets and then walked ‘outside into 
the night cold. Forty—or more 
likely 80—no doubt slept warmer 
that night; but we fear that near- 
lv 600 must have passed .an even 
less comfortable night than the 
one before. 

Children Are Fed 

» “These 652° weettiest children 
are each day fed by the Phalan- 
gist Social Aid two good substan- 
lial meals—good, but not includ- 
ing any milk whatever. We hope 
{o send some to them soon. And 
shoes and stockings, hundreds of 
pairs.

ASOLINE CHEAP PRODUCT 


The market for petroleum pro- 
ducts goes up or down as that for 
other commodities, being affected 
by general and iocal conditions. 
Most of all, it is affected by 
supply and demand. 

As in the case of other como- 
dities, if too much goes on the 
market, prices recede, if tco little, 
prices go up. As a result of 
abundance aiid ever-increasing 
operating efficiency, on top of the 
keenest kind of competition, gaso- 
line prices have declined in an al- 
most unbroken curve to much less 
ihan they were in 1920. 

It is true that gasoline is cheap, 
and only the tax is high. 

A recent coniparison of overage 
hourly wages paid by an efficient 
U.S. refinery of fair size in 1920, 
with those paid in 1937, expressed 
in terms of gasoline purchasing 
power (not inchiding the tax), 
shows that the refinery worker 
could buy in 1920 slightly over 
two gallons of gasoline with an 
hour’s wage, while in 1937, he is 
able to buy about 6% gallons of 
gasoline with his hour’s wage.

“T think fa will have to 
seed arass in the future if 
we are going to bring our farms 
back; grass) is the only salvation 
for drifted soil,” claimed Mr. Dale, 
who has been a resident of Silton 
district since 1884. 

“Another good thing about rye 
grass I’ve found is that it will 
choke out Russian thistle as noth- 
ing else will.” 

Although only 4,000 bushels of 
wheat were brought into the Sil- 
ton elevators this year, Mr. Dale 
was one: of the few farmers to 
thresh any crop. His Thatcher 
wheat averaged four and a half 
bushels to the acre while be har- 
vested three’ and a half bushels 
an acre from his stand of Reward. 

He said that although he ‘had 
found Thatcher less rust and 
drought resistant, he intended to 
go in more for Reward. “We're 
not sure how the United Kingdom 
millers are going to take the 
Thatcher. Samples have been sent 
over and ‘they’re still making tests 
with it,” he said. 

‘Mr. Dale said he had experi- 
mented with several grasses in- 
cluding brome, crested wheat 
grass and rye grass and had 
found rye grass the most suitable. 
He did not recommend cutting the 
grass the first year unless the 
crop was thick enough to pick up 
with a rake. “Leave it and keep 
the stock off as much as possible 
und then the following year it’s 
easier to ‘get’ and it leaves a clean 
field with the old stuff in the 
bottom,” he stated.

It seems to me there were very 
wood reasons for the temporary 
recession that has taken place in 
the United States, 

The prices of stocks, shares 
and commoditics, including 
wheat, are not, I believe, too 
high; indeed» not high enough is

my own personal view; and for 
this simple reason: The value of 
money in terms of gold in Great 
Britain, the United States and 
Canada has been inflated since 
1914 by 69 per cent; in many 
other countries by a greater.per- 
centage, but the prices of com- 
modities, stocks, shares and. so 
forth, on the average, have only 
risen since 1914 by about 25 per 
cent, 

Eventually, it seems to me, the 
full 69 per cent increase in the 
prices of all goods, commodities, 
wages and salaries, must take 
place, for history tells us that 
ever in the past the prices of all 
things huve increased, after a 
time, by exactly the same percen- 
tage as the money was inflated. 

The following factors have 
tended to raise price:— 

Dust storms and lack of mois- 
ture in the U.S, winter wheat 
belt; Russian wheat reserves low 
and further exports likely to be 
unimportant; Spain makes fur- 
ther wheat purchases; India out 
of export business until next 
April; Norwegian potato crop is 
smaller than year ago. 

The following factors 
tended to lower price:— 

European crops mostly. satis 
factory; Moderate rains benefit 
Argentine corn; ‘Timely snows 
prevent crop damage in Danubian 
countries; ‘Turkey becomes wheat 
exporter; Brazilian wheat bread 
flour must contain 30 per cent of 
domestic flour; Uruguay has a 
larger wheat crop than last year; 
good crop conditions in Chili.
